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CAMPAIGN  93:  The  UJA  Campaign  cabinet  is  now 
meeting  regularly  on  Tuesday  mornings  to  review  campaign 
progress  and  share  information  about  specific  divisional 
campaigns.

COMMITTEE:  1 am  pleased  to  announce  that  Susannah 
Dalfen  has  agreed  to  assume  the  chair  of  this  very  important 
new  committee.  As  the  Community  grows  and  the  number  of 
its  activities  increases  we  must  pay  more  attention  to  human 
resource  development.  We  have  to  not  only  augment  the 
number  of  people  prepared  to  serve  on  the  boards  and 
committees  of  community  agencies  but  also  to  ensure  that 
they  have  the  skills  necessary  to  fulfil  the  responsibilities  they 
agree  to  undertake.  Using  the  experiences  of  other 
communities  as  well  as  the  resources  of  the  Council  of  Jewish 
Federations,  the  Human  Resources  Development  Committee 
will  examine  ways  to  broaden  the  base  of  volunteer 
participation,  develop  an  inventory  of  community  members 
anxious  to  involve  themselves  in  community  activities,  track 
the  community  involvement  of  those  who  have  been  through 
leadership  training,  determine  the  kinds  of  skills  volunteers 
feel  they  need,  and  begin  to  find  ways  to  provide  these  skills.

Air  China  will 
fly  into  Israel

BEIJING  (JTA)  — Air 
China  plans  to  inaugurate 
regularly  scheduled  direct 
flights  to  Israel  next  spring,  to 
reciporocate  for  the  service 
which  El  A!  began  Sept.  3 to 
Beijing. 

Lian  Fang  Cai,  regional  sales 
manager  for  Europe  of  the  Chi- 
nese national  airline,  spoke  of 
the  plan  with  the  Jewish 
Telegraphic  Agency,  which 
came  along  on  El  Al’s  in- 
augural flight  to  the  Chinese 
capital. 

The  Israeli  airline’s  newest 
service  opened  up  a direct  air 
route  between  Israel  and  the 
Far  East,  replacing  the  cir- 
cuitous journeys  Israelis  have 
taken  in  the  past  through  other 
countries.

Professor  Itamar  Rabinovitch,  currently 
Rector  of  Tel  Aviv  University,  and  a very  distinguished  scholar 
on  Syria  and  Lebanon,  who  is  head  of  the  bilateral  dialogue 
with  Syria,  spent  a year  in  Ottawa  in  the  mid-1970s  teaching 
at  Carleton  University  under  the  auspices  of  the  Canada  Israel 
Foundation  for  Academic  Exchanges.

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Israel’s  new  tourism  minister 
sees  stronger  ties,  new  markets 


Israel’s  13th  Knesset  (parlia- 
ment) has  approved  the  ap- 
pointment of  Uzi  Baram  as  the 
new  Minister  of  Tourism.  The 
new  director  general  will  be  Eli 
Gonen. 

Minister  Baram  was  first 
elected  to  the  Knesset  in  1977, 
serving  on  the  Interior  and  En- 
vironment, House,  and  Im- 
migration and  Absorption 
committees.  As  well,  he  work- 
ed in  Foreign  Affairs  and  De- 
fense in  addition  to  his  post  as 
Secretary  General  of  the  Israel 
Labour  Party. 

A native  Jerusalemite,  Min- 
ister Baram  was  in  the  Israel 
Defense  Forces  from  1955-58. 
In  1964  he  earned  a Bachelor’s 
Degree  from  the  Hebrew 
University  of  Jersualem. 

Deeply  committed  to  conti- 
nuing the  development  of  a 
sound  tourism  infrastructure, 
Minister  Baram  will  invest  even 
more  in  the  marketing  of  Israel 


as  a tourism  destination.  He  in- 
tends to  open  world  markets 
such  as  Korea,  South 
American,  India  and  China,  as 
well  as  strengthening  the  ties 
with  Canada  and  the  U.S.;  an 
increased  presence  in  Europe  is 
also  expected. 

One  of  Minister  Baram’s  first 
duties  will  be  to  expand  accom- 
modations, especially  in 
Jerusalem  where  demand  is  so 
high.  At  the  Dead  Sea  and 
Eilat,  hotel  rooms  will  double, 
and  building  is  planned  for  the 
Galilee  and  around  the  Sea  of 
Galilee. 

Director  General  Eli  Gonen 
is  also  a graduate  of  Hebrew 
University  and  holds  a B.A.  in 
economics  as  well  as  an  M.A. 
in  business  management. 

After  spending  a year  at 
Berkeley  in  California,  Mr. 
Gonen  held  various  posts  at 
Hebrew  University  from  1974 
to  1991,  such  as  secretary  to  the 


dean,  assistant  to  the  director 
general,  and  deputy  to  the  ad- 
ministrative director.  Most 
recently  he  was  co-director 
general  of  the  University.  Mr. 
Gonen  has  also  held  positions 
in  a number  of  commercial  cor- 
porations and  is  active  in 
several  civic  organizations.

Admissions  Situation  At  Hillel  Lodge  At  Crisis  Stage 


Dear  Editor: 

I am  writing  to  express  my 
frustration  and  concern 
regarding  a situation  in  our 
community  that  I personally  find 
most  distressful  about  which  I am 
very  concerned. 

If  you,  or  a member  of  your 
family  require  the  facilities  that 
our  Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged 
(Hillel  Lodge)  has  to  offer,  you 
may  be  in  for  a rude  awakening. 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  a 
waiting  list  to  get  in!  Imagine 
having  to  tell  an  elderly  member 
of  our  community  who  requires 
nursing  home  care  that  he/she 
will  have  to  wait  (for  who  knows 
how  long)  for  a room  to  become 
available.  My  father  has  been 
waiting  since  May  1 (with  no 
relief  in  sight),  for 
accommodation  at  Hillel  Lodge. 
While  he  has  been  living  with  me 
and  my  family  for  the  past  year, 
it  has  now  become  necessary  that 
he  receive  nursing  supervision  on 
a 24  hour  basis  and  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  stressful  for  all 
concerned  in  our  home. 

Hillel  Lodge  provides  a total 
of  48  beds  - 21  of  which  are 
considered  to  be  “extended 
care”,  (meaning  nursing  care) 
while  the  remaining  27  are 
labelled  as  “residential”  meaning 
those  residents  require  very  little 
or  no  nursing  care,  merely 
supervision. 

I understand  that  at  the 
present  time  there  are  six  people 
awaiting  admission.  There  is 
something  terribly  wrong  with 


this  situation!  How  do  you  turn 
away  an  elderly  member  of  our 
community  in  need?  In  many 
cases,  these  people  are  not 
entering  the  facility  by  choice  but 
out  of  need!  They  cannot  afford 
to  be  put  on  wailing  lists.  Their 
only  other  alternative  is  to  place 
themselves  in  a non- 
denominational  facility.  This 
choice  is  not  fair.  I know  that  my 
own  father  would  not  handle  this 
option  very  well  at  all.  In  fact, 
I've  tried  it.  We  felt  totally  out  of 
place  in  this  facility. 

Members  of  our  community 
who  have  been  born  and  raised 
here  deserve  far  better.  They

Israel’s  1993  budget  reflects 
changes  in  national  priorities

JERUSALEM,  (JTA)  — 
The  Treasury  has  introduced  a 
1993  national  budget  that  ac- 
tually registered  a drop  from 
the  current  year. 

The  new  Israeli  state  budget 
is  valued  at  97.6  billion  shekels, 
or  $41  billion,  a reduction  from 
the  current  budget’s  107  billion 
shekels,  or  $45  billion.  This 
unusual  decrease  was  explained 
in  part  by  the  smaller  number 
of  prospective  immigrants  ex- 
pected in  the  coming  year. 

The  new  budget  is  based  on 
an  immigration  estimate  of 
120,000,  compared  to  200,000 
this  year. 

The  Treasury  is  also  propos- 
ing cuts  of  some  900  million 
shekels  ($375  million)  in  the 
budgets  of  several  ministries, 
particularly  in  housing  and  in 
investments  in  the  administered 
territories.  At  least  some  of 
those  savings  will  be  diverted  to 
investments  in  infrastructure 
and  education. 

Some  150  million  shekels 
($63  million)  will  be  set  aside  as 
a reserve  for  the  “rehabilita- 
tion” of  the  security-related 
industries. 

Overall,  the  new  budget 


reflects  some  changes  in  the  na- 
tional order  of  priorities. 

Briefing  economic  reporters, 
Treasury  Director-General 
Vogel  said:  “We  would  have 
liked  to  make  greater  changes, 
but  I feel  this  budget  can  enable 
a speed-up  in  economic  growth 
and  lower  the  rate  of 
unemployment.” 

Allocations  in  the  draft 
budget  are  as  follows:  social 
services  — 35  per  cent;  defense 

— 26  per  cent;  debt  payments 

— 19  per  cent;  economic  in- 
vestments — 10  per  cent;  ad- 
ministration — 10  per  cent. 

Highlights  of  the  budget 
include: 

•An  end  to  all  public  hous- 
ing projects  and  all  government 
subsidies  to  speed  up  housing. 
The  housing  budget  will  stand 
at  7.2  billion  shekels  ($3 
billion),  similar  to  its  size 
before  the  recent  wave  of 
aliyah.  Two  billion  shekels 
($830  million)  are  allocated  for 
honoring  government  com- 
mitments to  building  contrac- 
tors who  had  not  managed  to 
sell  apartments  built  according 
to  government  plans. 

•A  26  per  cent  rise  in  in- 
vestments in  infrastructure, 
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SERVING  OTTAWA  FOR  50  YEARS 
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which  will  stand  at  2.1  billion 
shekels  ($880  million).  The 
main  focus  will  be  on  paving 
and  reconstructing  roads,  with 
the  remainder  invested  in  water, 
sewage,  industry  and  tourism 
projects.  The  idea  is  to  main- 
tain the  same  level  of  invest- 
ment in  infrastructure  in  the 
next  two  years. 

•A  rise  in  the  education 
budget  to  allow  an  additional 
164,000  teaching  hours.  The 
government  will  also  bolster 
funding  of  higher  education. 

•A  cut  in  taxes  by  800  million 
shekels  ($330  million),  as  an- 
other means  of  speeding  up 
economic  growth. 

•A  cut  in  the  defense  budget 
of  200  million  shekels  ($83 
million).  The  Treasury  had 
sought  to  introduce  a 900 
million  shekel  ($375  million) 
cut,  but  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin,  who  is  also  defense  min- 
ister, vetoed  the  proposal. 

•Major  cuts  in  transporta- 
tion subsidies,  which  will  have 
the  most  direct  impact  on  in- 
dividuals’ standard  of  living. 

The  draft  proposal  is  still 
subject  to  wheeling  and  dealing 
among  the  various  ministers 
and  the  Treasury,  as  well  as  to 
lengthy  legislative  procedures  in 
the  Knesset.

Should  a pregnant  woman  fast  on  Yom  Kippur?

A number  of  pregnant  women  are 
not  clear  on  whether  to  fast  on 
Yom  Kippur.  This  article  is 
written  for  their  clarification 

The  Code  of  Jewish  Law 
Orach  Chavyim  Chapter  617:1 
which  bases  its  ruling  on  the 
Babylonian  Talmud  Tractate 
Pesachim  54b,  states  that 
pregnant  and  nursing  mothers 
complete  the  fast  on  Yom 
Kippur.  617:4  notes  that  if  a 
woman  gave  birth  within  three 
days  of  Yom  Kippur  she  should 


not  endanger  herself  and  should 
not  fast.  From  the  4th  day  to  the 
7th  day  if  she  says  “I  need  to  eat” 
she  should  be  fed. 

Generally  speaking,  fasting 
poses  no  danger  to  the  foetus  or 
to  the  pregnant  mother  who  is  in 
a good  state  of  health.  Still,  in 
recent  literature  on  the  subject 
the  author  of  the  work  “Pnei 
Barukh”.  Rabbi  Barukh 
Goldberg  declared  that  since  the 
generations  have  grown  weaker 
and  a number  of  women  miscarry 
because  of  fasting,  that  pregnant 
women  other  than  those  who  are 


in  their  ninth  month  should  eat 
less  than  the  requisite  amount  of 
food  which  is  2/3  of  an  average 
size  egg  in  volume  of  food  over  a 
period  of  9 minutes.  For  liquid 
intake  less  than  a cheekful  every 
9 minutes. 

Rabbi  Moses  Sternbuch  takes 
issue  with  Rabbi  Goldberg’s 
lenient  ruling  in  the  Halakhic 
periodical  “Oraiyta  (Volume  no. 
16  (1988)  Elul  edition  p.177)  by 
stating  “only  if  the  pregnant 
woman  experiences  weakness 
that  can  cause  complications  is 
she  permitted  to  eat  less  than  the 
requisite  amount  only  in  the  final 
days  of  gestation.” 

In  an  article  in  the  Journal  of 


the  American  Medical 
Association  (vol.250.  No. 10, 
Sept.  3,  1983)  Dr.  Arthur 
Eidelman  of  Sha’arei  Tzedek 
Hospital  in  Jerusalem  together 
with  Drs.  Michael  Kaplan  and 
Yeshayahu  Abualafiya  writing 
under  the  title  “Fasting  and  the 
Precipitation  of  Labour:  The 
Yom  Kippur  Effect”,  they 
reported  a significant  increase  in 
spontaneous  term  deliveries 
during  a 24  hour  period  following 
the  termination  of  the  fast  in 
1981-82.  Yet,  there  was  a slight 
decrease  in  premature  births 
during  that  24  hour  period. 

Another  study  recorded  in 
“Ha-refuah”,  vol  102,  No.7.

showed  similar  findings  in  1975, 
1978  and  1979.  The  authors  of 
the  “Shaarei  Tzedek”  study 
speculate  that  total  abstinence 
from  food  or  liquid  leads  to  a 
substantial  rise  in  blood  viscosity. 
This  hyper  viscosity  may 
decrease  uterine  blood  flow  and 
stimulate  contractions. 

Since  the  Yom  Kippur  effect 
spurs  on  delivery  only  in  women 
near  term,  they  only  caution 
those  women  who  have  a 
tendency  toward  early  delivery  to 
avoid  fasting  where  there  is  an 
addition  of  risk.  This  is  especially 
so  for  women  who  experienced 
pre-term  labour  in  their  first 
pregnancy.  They  have  a 15% 
chance  of  a pre-term  birth  in 
their  second  pregnancy. 
Surprisingly,  if  a term  birth 
preceded  the  first  pre-term 
labour,  the  danger  of  pre-term 
birth  in  the  third  pregnancy  rises 
to  24%.  After  two  such 
occurrences,  the  chances  of  a 
third  pre-term  birth  goes  to  32%. 

Dehydration  results  with 
reduced  blood  volume  and 
reduced  plasma  volume  is 
associated  with  pe-term  labour. 
Fifty  per  cent  of  women  indeed 
respond  to  bed  rest  and 
hydration,  which  increases 
plasma  volume.  Drinking  could 
then  be  measured  on  Yom 
Kippur  for  those  women  at  risk. 
If  one  finds  herself  in 
dehydration,  then  she  must 
rehydrate  herself  with  a large 
volume  of  water  as  quickly  as 
possible. 

Since  maternal  exhaustion 
affects  the  birth  process  another 
risk  of  dehydration  comes  with 
the  onset  of  labour  at  birth.  A 
decrease  in  blood  volume  may 
cause  the  patient  to  go  into  shock 
even  with  minimal  post-partum 
bleeding. 

Pregnant  women  should 
inquire  of  their  Rabbi  as  to  how 
to  proceed  with  the  Yom  Kippur

Opposition 
to  give  up

JERUSALEM,  (JTA)  — 
Public  opposition  to  Israeli 
concessions  on  the  Golan 
Heights  has  mounted  as  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
reiterates  readiness  to  give  up 
parts  of  the  strategic  heights  in 
exchange  for  peace  with  Syria. 

Thousands  of  demonstrators 
at  Ben-Gurion  Airport  chanted 
“Rabin  is  a traitor’’  and  carried 
placards  claiming  Israeli  sover- 
eignty over  the  Golan  to  convey 
a message  to  Israeli  negotiators 
departing  September  13  for 
Washington  to  resume  peace 
talks  after  a 10-day  recess. 

The  demonstration  was  part 
of  wider  public  action  planned 
by  the  Golan  lobby,  amid 
growing  debate  over  the  fate  of 
the  plateau  overlooking  nor- 
thern Galilee. 

Movement  divided 

The  issue  has  divided  the  La- 
bor camp’s  own  kibbutz  move- 
ment, triggered  controversy 
over  the  intentions  of  the  late 
Prime  Minister  Menachem 
Begin  in  respect  to  the  area  and 
prompted  a halachic  controver- 
sy over  the  measure  of  sanctity 
to  be  accorded  the  territory. 

Within  the  Labor-affiliated 
settlement  sector,  the  United 
Kibbutz  Movement  recently  en- 
dorsed government  policy  on 
the  Golan.  Countering, 
members  of  kibbutzim  on  the 
heights  circulated  a petition 
over  the  weekend  calling  on  the 
movement  to  take  a stand  op- 
posing territorial  compromise 
on  the  Golan. 

Different  expression 

Perceptions  of  Begin’s  view 
of  the  Golan’s  future  received 
sharply  different  expression  as 
both  sides  sought  support  for 
their  views  in  those  of  Likud’s 
undisputed  ideological  leader. 

Begin’s  longtime  personal 
secretary,  Yehiel  Kadishai,  said 
the  late  prime  minister  had  been 
opposed  to  any  withdrawal 
from  the  Golan. 

Kadishai  ws  responding  to  a 
claim  that  Begin  left  the  door 
open  for  negotiations  with  the 
Syrians  by  refraining  from  im- 
posing Israeli  sovereignty  on 
the  area  in  drawing  up  the 
Golan  Law  33  years  ago. 

Police  Minister  Moshe

Former  Prime  Minister  Yit- 
zhak Shamir,  in  a telephone  in- 
terview from  Moscow,  where 
he  was  on  a visit,  said  the 
longtime  Likud  leader  would 
never  have  given  up  any  ter- 
ritory in  the  Golan. 

However,  the  parliamentary 
record  shows  that  Begin  in  1981 
told  the  Knesset  the  Golan  Law 
did  not  mean  the  annexation  of 
the  Golan  and  that  it  would  not 
prevent  negotiations  with  the 
Syrians  “once  they  are  ready  to 
negotiate.’’ 


Rabbinical  leaders  are  at 
odds  as  well  over  the  Golan. 

Rabbi  Shlomo  Goren,  a 
former  chief  rabbi,  said  that  the 
Golan  is  not  part  of  the  biblical 
Land  of  Israel  and  there  is 
therefore  no  obligation  to  keep 
it. 

But  Rabbi  Shaul  Israeli,  the 
head  of  Yeshivar  Harav  in 
Jerusalem,  disagreed,  saying 
there  are  several  levels  of  sanc- 
tity in  the  Land  of  Israel.  The 
Golan  is  not  as  sacred  as  other 
areas,  he  said,  but  it  is  still  part 
of  the  country  and  should  not 
be  given  up. 

Moreover,  yielding  the  Golan 
would  have  implications  for 
other,  more  sacred  areas  of  the 
land,  the  rabbi  said.

to  express  concern  over  racist 
anti-foreigner  violence  in 
Germany. 

Institute  representatives 
characterized  the  meeting  as 
“open,  frank  and  positive.” 

The  meeting  followed  the 
forwarding  to  German 
Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl  of  a 
letter  on  the  subject  by  B’nai 
Brith  National  President 
Gabriel  Nachman  and  Ex- 
ecutive Vice  President  Frank 
Dimant. 

The  text  of  the  letter  for- 
warded to  Chancellor  Kohl 
follows: 

“We  are  writing  to  express 
our  extreme  dismay  over 
reports  of  waves  of  right-wing 
violence  directed  at  foreigners 
and  especially  refugees  who 
have  sought  safe  haven  in  Ger- 
many. The  recent  explosion  of 
a bomb  at  a Berlin  memorial  to 
Jewish  victims  of  Nazi  terror 
adds  to  the  horror  of  an  in- 
tolerable situation. 


The  legacy  of  the  Nazi  era  is 
called  to  mind  as  the  world 
community  witnesses  this 
extremist-led  violence  which 
finds  support  in  the  anti- 
foreigner  sentiments  of  some 
among  Germany’s  ordinary 
citizens. 

We  urge  that  you  and  your 
government  take  decisive  and 


far-reaching  measures  to  halt 
the  violence  and  to  bring  those 
involved  in  incitement  or 
violent  actions  to  justice.  We 
urge  that  there  be  a severe 
crackdown  on  Nazi-inspired 
groups  which  are  involved  in 
the  promotion  of  hatred  of 
foreigners  and  in  the  promotion 
of  violent  actions  against  non- 
Germans.  We  urge  as  well  that 
a major  educational  effort  be 
undertaken  to  further  citizens’ 
understanding  of  the  benefits  of 
diversity  and  of  the  threat  of 
Nazi-inspired  thinking. 

We  know  that  Germany  of 
today  eschews  its  Nazi  past.  We 
urge  action  to  make  this  clear 
to  those  involved  in  Nazi 
groups  and  especially  to  those 
involved  in  the  recent 
violence.”

Hate  propaganda  and  the  law  after  the  Zundel  decision

In  the  wake  of  the  recent  Supreme  Court 
ruling  striking  down  the  false  news  section 
of  the  Criminal  Code,  the  law  under  which 
Ernst  Zundel  was  convicted  by  judge  and  jury, 
defence  lawyer  Doug  Christie  hailed  the  decision 
as  a great  affirmation  of  freedom  of  expression. 
Christie  himself  in  the  past  has  been  quoted  as 
expressing  doubts  about  the  reality  of  Nazi  gas 
chambers.  Canadian  Civil  Liberties  Association 
leader  Alan  Borovoy  was  heartened  by  the 
decision,  albeit  in  favor  of  a man  he  called  a 
“creep,”  and  many  an  editorialist  echoed  these 
sentiments. 

Those  praising  the  decision  urged  us  to  let 
Zundel’s  lies  compete  or  fail  in  the 
“marketplace  of  ideas.”  If  there  is  no  merit  in 
them,  we  have  been  assured,  they  will  be 
relegated  to  history’s  garbage  dump. 

Zundel’s  Holocaust  denial  belongs  in  history’s 
garbage  dump,  but  we  should  recognize  that  it 
is  toxic  waste.  Its  harmful  effects  endure.  As  to 
the  “marketplace  of  ideas”  one  need  only  look 
to  our  neighbor  to  the  south  to  see  how  well  its 
marketplace  has  been  able  to  handle  straight-out 
racism.  By  now  we  should  all  recognize  that 
democracy  is  not  immune  to  threat.  It  is  no 
more  reasonable  to  think  that  vulnerable  groups 
require  no  protection  against  hate  mongering 
than  to  think  that  society  needs  no  protection 
against  pornography  promoting  violence  against 
women  and  children.  Words  (and  pictures)  can 
do  harm.  History  is  replete  with  examples.  And 
wc  should  not  forget  that  our  own  law  codes 
criminalize  libel  and  slander,  sedition,  uttering 
threats,  conspiracy,  etc.  Hate  propaganda  is  all 
of  these. 

There  are  those  who  have  argued  that  we 
ought  to  withstand  the  urge  to  respond  to 
noxious  lies  the  sort  which  Ernst  Zundel  has 
propagated  by  forcing  him  before  the  courts. 
The  same  argument  has  been  raised  when  it 
comes  to  dealing  with  the  Klan,  the  Heritage 
Front,  Malcolm  Ross,  Jim  Keegstra  and  others. 
It  is  suggested  that  this  only  serves  an  objective 
of  martyrdom  while  assisting  in  giving  their 
utterances  wide  exposure. 

If  calling  such  people  to  account  makes  them 


martyrs,  they  are  martyrs  to  a pathetic  and 
misguided  cause,  and  Canadians  recognize  this. 
As  far  as  the  publicity  their  cause  may  receive, 
when  presented  in  court  in  response  to  criminal 
charges,  the  message  is  clear  that  their  cause  is 
criminal  and  held  contemptible  by  society.  The 
few  converts  they  may  make  would  have  been 
made  sooner  or  later  in  any  case.  The  real 
benefit  of  the  exposure  of  such  hatred  in  a 
courtroom  context  is  to  teach  the  public  that 
vulnerable  minorities’  concerns  are  real,  not 
imagined,  and  that  society  at  large  is  ready  to 
stand  up  against  those  who  would  abuse  their 
rights.  Since  the  first  Zundel  trial  journalists 
have  gained  a great  deal  of  experience  in  how 
to  report  such  news  without  victimizing 
Holocaust  survivors  anew.  Coverage  of  the 
most  recent  Keegstra  trial,  or  the  trial  of  Klan 
operatives  in  Manitoba,  demonstrates  the 
increased  understanding  of  reporters  and  editors 
as  to  the  responsible  managing  of  such  issues. 

The  Supreme  Court’s  decision  in  Zundel  . 
strengthens  the  case  for  prosecutions  under 
Sections  318-320  of  the  Criminal  Code 
(Promotion  of  Genocide,  Hate  Propaganda). 
One  can  even  see  an  invitation  to  the  Ontario 
Attorney  General  to  proceed  against  Zundel  on 
these  grounds  in  the  very  words  of  the 
Honorable  Madame  Justice  McLachlin’s 
majority  ruling.  We  have  urged  that  he  do  just 
that.  Zundel  has  suggested  he  intends  to 
continue  his  involvement  in  Holocaust  denial 
propaganda.  He  is  no  doubt  among  the  world’s 
major  purveyors  of  such  materials,  with  his 
native  Germany  a major  export  market.  That 
same  majority  ruling  expressed  respect  for 
Germany’s  laws  criminalizing  Holocaust  denial 
laws.  We  urge  that  the  Department  of  Justice 
begin  drafting  similar  legislation  for  inclusion  in 
our  Criminal  Code  without  delay. 

Still  other  remedies  exist  to  deal  with  hate 
mongers.  The  Canadian  Human  Rights 
Commission  is  to  be  commended  for  acting  on 
provisions  which  permit  hate  propaganda 
telephone  services  to  be  closed  down.  In 
contrast,  while  postal  authorities  can  suspend 
hate  mongers’  mailing  privileges,  and  while  we 
have  urged  that  they  do  so,  we  have  been  told 
they  will  not  act  without  a successful  criminal 
prosecution  First.  The  Immigration  Act  provides 


room  for  action  against  Permanent  Residents 
(like  Zundel)  where  they  are  deemed  likely  to 
commit  a criminal  offence  (such  as  the  wilful 
promotion  of  hatred  against  an  identifiable 
group).  We  have  urged  that  this  potential  be 
examined  for  its  applicability  consistent  with  the 
preservation  of  the  civil  liberties  of  ail  residents. 
There  is  much  to  commend  recourse  to  such 
civil  remedies  in  dealing  with  hate  mongers,  yet 
our  societal  angst  over  dealing  with  hate 
propaganda  has  rendered  them  largely 
unavailable.  There  is  no  excuse  for  failing  to  act 
on  such  laws  which  are  already  on  the  books. 

The  fight  against  racism  is  a continuing  battle 
which  takes  many  forms.  Most  of  our  own 
efforts  are  in  educating  Canadians,  young  and 
old,  as  to  the  very  real  dangers  of  racism. 
Through  our  inter-cultural  programs  we  have 
sought  to  further  understanding  between  peoples 
in  our  rich  multicultural  society.  We  have 
directly  but  peacefully  confronted  hate  groups 
at  Minden  and  Metcalfe  in  Ontario  and  Laval 
in  Quebec,  and  we  have  gone  before  the  courts 
against  Jim  Keegstra  and  Ernst  Zundel.  For  all 
the  real  importance  of  anti-racist  education, 
Canadians  must  recognize  that  the  legal 
remedies  afforded  by  a free  society  in  the  battle 
against  racism  must  not  be  neglected.  Setbacks 
such  as  those  recently  experienced  in  a trial  of 
Klan  members  in  Manitoba  must  not  deter  us. 
That  case  underscores  the  need  for  improved 
police  procedures  and  greater  determination  on 
the  part  of  the  Crown  in  dealing  with  hate 
propagandists.  Our  experience  shows  that  where 
police  are  vigilant  and  hate  crimes  are 
appropriately  consequenced  there  is  a deterrent 
effect  on  racist  and  anti-Semitic  activity. 

Legal  action  is  a democratic  imperative,  one 
affirmed  in  a variety  of  international 
instruments  to  which  Canada  is  signatory. 
Education  and  legal/legislative  initiatives 
complement  each  other.  Both  must  be 
consistently  employed.  The  alternatives  are 
totally  unacceptable.

The  Ottawa  Torah  Institute 
has  started  a new  program  for 
adults  called  J.E.T., -Jewish 
Education  Through  Torah. 

After  a successful  pilot 
program  last  spring  featuring 
four  classes,  including  the 
popular  How  to  Avoid  the  What 
Page  Are  We  on  in  the 
Prayerbook  Biues,  J.E.T.  has 
expanded  to  a full  program 
which  featured  eight  classes  in 
three  locations  during  August 
and  September. 

The  program  has  met  with  an 
overwhelmingly  enthusiastic 
response  as  close  to  100  people 
have  already  enrolled  in  the 
classes.  Participants  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  a variety 
of  topics  and  only  regret  that 
they  do  not  have  enough  time  to 
attend  more  classes. 

"The  program  is  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  beginners, 
intermediates  and  those  with  a 
more  advanced  knowledge  of 
Torah  and  Judaism,  as  it  provides 
classes  and  programs  on  various 
levels”,  J.E.T.  Director  Rabbi 
Zischa  Shaps  says. 

"J.E.T.  will  provide  adults  with 
a structured  set  of  courses  which 
will  enable  them  to  increase  their 
knowledge  and  skills." 

In  order  to  make  the  program 
available  to  people  from  various 
parts  of  the  region,  J.E.T.  is 
attempting  to  provide  classes  in  a 
variety  of  locations. 

Classes  offered  during  the 
recent  September  semester 
included  a Crash  Course  in 
Reading  Hebrew,  a lecture  series 
on  the  holidays  entitled  Days  of 
Awe  - Days  of  Joy,  and  a 
Chumash  class  for  women 
starting  from  the  beginning  of 
Exodus  which  wili  be  continuing 
throughout  the  year.  Lecturers 
for  the  program  include  Rabbi 
Howard  Finkelstein.  Rabbi 
Zischa  Shaps.  Mrs.  Lauren 
Shaps.  Rabbi  Yosef  Skaist  and 
Mrs.  Leah  Skaist. 

After  Sukkot.  J.E.T.  will  offer 
a new  slate  of  classes. 

• Hebrew  Level  II  will  be  a 
follow-up  to  the  Crash  Course 
and  will  be  offered  at  Machzikei 
Hadas  and  at  Beth  Shalom  West. 
Those  who  would  like  to  improve 
their  reading  skills  as  well  as 
learn  more  about  the  prayer 
service  are  invited  to  join  in. 

• A five  lecture  series  on  the 
Fundamentals  of  Judaism  will  be 
given  by  Rabbi  Shaps  at 
Machzikei  Hadas. 

• A special  lunchtime  program 
will  be  offered  on  Tuesdays  at 
the  JCC,  in  conjunction  with  the 


Vaad  Ha'lr.  featuring  a class  on 
the  weekly  Torah  Reading.

Message  from  the  President  of  Israel, 
Chaim  Herzog,  for  Rosh  Hashana  5753 
to  the  J wish  Communities  Abroad 

September  1992 


The  pear  5753  dawns  upon  an  unquiet  world,  a world  of 
shattering  changes,  economic  and  social  problems,  the 
threat  and  horrifying  actuality  of  armed  violence,  and  the 
spectre  of  hunger.  We  need  only  remember  the  unsolved 
questions  in  Iraq  and  the  Persian  Gulf,  the  splintering  of  the 
Soviet  Union,  the  emergence  of  bristling  ethnicism  in  the 
new  republics  of  one-time  Soviet  Asia  and  elsewhere  — 
perhaps  most  painfully  in  Yugoslavia. 

A powerful  new  force  adds  to  the  adverse  balance;  that  is 
the  rise  of  Islamic  fanaticism,  not  without  accompanying 
anti-Semitism  and  virulent  anti-Israel  sentiment.  Nor, 
despite  the  Holocaust  and  the  crushing  of  Nazi  power,  has 
anti-Semitism  vanished  even  from  countries  where  the 
Jewish  population  of  half  a century  ago  is  now  practically 
non-existent. 

Challenged  by  all  this,  5753  can  nevertheless  be  a year  of 
promise  and  fulfilment  and  new  life.  In  5752  we  saw  the 
beginnings  of  direct  negotiation  between  Israel  and  its  Arab 
neighbors.  After  decades  of  animosity  Arab  delegates  are 
finally  sitting  face  to  face  with  Israeli  interlocutors, 
discussing  how  to  achieve  peace.  In  the  past  year,  other 
important  developments  have  occurred  in  Israel’s 
relationship  with  the  nations  of  the  world.  Countries  in  Asia, 
Africa  and  elsewhere,  accounting  for  more  than  half  the 
world’s  population,  have  recently  established  full  diplomatic 
relations  with  Israel.  We  saw  national  elections  conducted  in 
truly  democratic  fashion  in  Israel. 

Moreover,  we  saw  the  emergence  from  the  Soviet  Union  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Jews,  largely  to  Israel.  Absorption 
of  so  many  in  a society  so  unfamiliar  to  them  cannot  be 
easy.  It  has  indeed  not  been  easy  but  Israel’s  exertion  and 
aid  from  Jewish  communities  everywhere  have  been  far 
from  ineffectual.  There  is  clear  evidence  of  gratifying 
progress  in  absorption.  The  mistakes  that  have  been  made 
will,  we  trust,  be  rectified  as  the  immigration,  though  on  a 
less  enormous  scale,  continues.  No  effort,  we  know,  is  too 
great,  and  I hope  and  pray  that  all  of  us,  in  Israel  and 
abroad,  will  do  everything  necessary  to  ensure  successful 
absorption. 

The  great  adventure  of  Russian  Jewry’s  changing  situation 
has  been,  to  a degree,  paralleled  by  Israel’s  reception  of 
that  remarkable  group,  Ethiopian  Jewry.  Here  again  an  epic 
of  many  centuries  is  ended,  and  there  is  a return  to  the 
body  of  the  Jewish  people.  Here  again  much  sensitivity  is 
required  of  the  absorbers  if  the  absorbed  are  to  develop  and 
function  fully  and  find  fulfilment  in  their  new  life. 

These  are  but  Jwo  instances  of  Israel’s  central  place  in 
present-day  Jewish  demographic  and  cultural  changes.  We 


are  perhaps  too  close  to  perceive  fully  how  a new  phase  of 
history  has  evolved  for  our  old  people.  Out  of  Israel,  too, 
comes  much  of  the  incentive  to  rebuild  Jewish  education 
and  community  existence  in  the  Russian  lands  which  were 
essentially  the  birthplace  of  modem  Jewish  civilization,  and 
notably  of  the  Hebrew  and  Zionist  movements.  The 
restoration  of  something  of  the  past  for  Jews  remaining  in 
Eastern  Europe  is  complementary  to  the  emigration  effort, 
but  should  not  be  limited  to  Eastern  Europe.  The 
importance  of  enhancing  Jewish  education  and  of  making 
efforts  to  counteract  growing  assimilation  should  be  shared 
by  Jewish  communities  worldwide.  Maintaining  the  spiritual 
wellbeing  of  the  Jewish  communities,  wherever  they  may 
be,  complements  and  supports  the  Zionist  idea. 

If  ever  a testcase  were  needed  for  the  Zionist  solution  it  is  to 
be  found  in  the  fact  that  Israel  is  so  palpably  the  refuge  and 
home  for  Jews  in  plight  and  need.  That  is  true  for  refugees 
from  Yugoslavia,  child  and  adult,  as  for  so  many  others. 

And  out  of  physical  rescue  eventually  comes  spiritual 
growth. 

On  the  world  stage,  too,  this  has  been  a troubled  but  also  a 
remarkable  period.  The  passage  of  half  a millennium  since 
the  discovery  of  the  Americas  is  surely  cause  for 
commemoration  and  retrospection.  The  Jewish  people  not 
only  celebrates  what  the  New  World  has  given  it  in  the 
shape  of  extraordinary  new  communities  of  such  central 
importance.  We  look  back,  as  well,  on  the  agony  of  the 
expulsion  from  Spain  and  the  problem-laden  scattering  of 
the  exiles  to  new  homes.  There  was  something  awe-inspiring 
about  the  moments  where  in  a Madrid  synagogue  the  King 
of  Spain  and  the  President  of  Israel  sat  on  either  side  of  the 
Ark  and,  in  the  midst  of  prayer  and  felicitation,  the  new, 
positive  relationship  between  Spain  and  the  Jews  was 
celebrated.  In  sequel,  as  it  were,  the  President  of  Turkey, 
along  with  leading  governmental  and  public  figures  and  the 
Jewish  community,  together  with  the  President  of  Israel, 
commemorated  the  welcome  extended  by  the  fifteenth 
century  Ottoman  Empire  to  the  exiles  from  Spain.  In 
consequence,  new  centers  had  grown  up,  lives  and  cultures 
were  salvaged,  rebirth  in  the  Land  of  Israel  was  stimulated. 

To  recall  history  is  not  a sentimental  exercise.  It  serves  to 
illuminate  the  present  and  the  future;  it  strengthens  our 
determination  to  proceed  against  all  odds  and  our  belief  in 
what  our  will  can  accomplish.  So  Israel  today  enters  more 
deeply  into  negotiations  with  its  neighbours,  in  the  hope 
that  the  way  may  be  securely  paved  towards  co-existence 
and  peace. 

May  5753  be  a year  to  remember  with  gratitude.  To  all  of 
you  everywhere  go  best  wishes  for  a good  New  Year.  Shana 
Tova!

Repentance.  Prayer.  Charity. 
On  Yom  Kippur  these  words  are 
recited  immediately  after  the 
Confessional,  almost  as  a magic 
formula  to  "avert  the  evil 
decree.”  Tradition  teaches  that 
by  performing  these  three  acts 
we  can  change  God’s  mind.  Even 
up  to  the  very  last  moment  of 
Ne’lah,  the  Closing  of  the  Gates 
of  Heaven,  we  can  change  our 
fate  for  the  coming  year. 

Like  most  magic  formulae,  this 
one  appears  to  be  simple,  direct 
and  to  the  point.  Not  so.  Our 
sages  tell  us  that  one  ingredient  is 
missing.  Without  that  ingredient, 
the  formula  won't  work. 

Fortunately  the  missing 
ingredient  is  not  a closely 
guarded  secret.  Throughout  the 
generations  rabbis  and  sages 
proclaimed  it  in  sermons,  poetry, 
myths  and  legends.  The  missing 
ingredient  is  the  pure  heart,  full 
of  compassion  and  love  for  God 
and  for  humanity,  that  empowers 
us  to  perform  each  act  for  its  own 
sake. 

The  following  two  books  - 
both  adaptations  from  traditional 
sources,  evocations  of  days  long 
gone  - demonstrate  the  practical 
application  of  the  three  High 
Holiday  themes  in  everyday  life.

The  Missing  Ingredient 

Loihrop,  Lee  and  Shepard  Books 
1981 

Unpaged  Ages  6-10 

Eric  Kimmel’s  Days  of  Awe  is 
an  elegant  depiction  of  all  three 
High  Holiday  themes.  It  is 
reminiscent  (I  suspect 
purposefully)  of  Nobel  Prize 
winner  S.Y.  Agnon’s  1948  book 
of  the  same  name. 

Kimmel’s  introduction  to  the 
book  and  to  each  of  its  three 
stories,  as  well  as  the  stories 
themselves,  resonate  with  clarity, 
insight  and  empathy.  They  lift  a 
curtain  to  reveal  the  mystical, 
magical  wonders  of  goodness  in 
and  for  itself. 

"The  Samovar,"  about  charity, 
is  the  longest  and  most  complex 
of  the  stories,  though  the 
storytelling  is  direct  and  always 
on  point.  It  is  loaded  with 
symbolism,  some  as  obvious  as 
the  Prophet  Elijah;  others 
implied  but  not  spelled  out,  such 
as  the  acceptance  of  a wrapped 
package  for  safekeeping  from  a 
stranger  without  any  knowledge 
of  what  it  contains  and,  of  course, 
the  symbolism  of  the  samovar 
itself. 

The  story  focuses  on  Rivka, 
the  glovemaker’s  wife  and  her 
husband  Haskel.  Rivka  leaps  at 
every  chance  to  help  others. 
Because  she  is  generous  and 
gracious  in  bad  times  and  good, 
the  Samovar  "gleamed  brighter 
than  a thousand  sins.” 

"The  Shepard,"  about  prayer, 
is  a humorous  version  of  one  of 
the  many  stories  that  illustrate 
the  preciousness  of  a simple, 
personal  prayer  uttered  in  total 
sincerity  as  contrasted  to  rote 
ritual.  Yussel’s  Prayer  (see 
below)  tells  another  such  story. 

“Rabbi  Eleazar  and  the 
Beggar,"  is  the  foremost 
traditional  story  of  repentance. 
Impulsively  hurting  someone's

Erika  Weihs’  illustrations  are 
magnificent.  Painted  in  oils,  they 
skillfully  combine  qualities  of 
vibrant  richness  and 
understatement  in  ways  that 
faithfully  reflect  the 
atmospherics  of  the  book  and  its 
stories. 

Yussel's  Prayer  is  a Yom 
Kippur  classic.

In  celebration  of  the  twen- 
tieth anniversary  of  Women’s 
Division  the  Top  Donors  func- 
tion will  take  on  a new  cultural 
Hair  with  a concert  starring 
famed  violist  Rivka  Golani  at 
the  National  Arts  Centre.

Joe  Shenkman  endows 
Ott.  Historical  Society 


Last  year  Joe  Shenkman 
created  an  endowment  fund  for 
the  Ottawa  Jewish  Historical 
Society.  Recently  Mr. 
Shenkman  generously  added  to 
the  fund,  bringing  it  to 
$5000.00. 

Since  joining  the  Society  in 
1972,  Mr.  Shenkman  has  often 
come  to  its  assistance  when 
funds  were  needed  to  carry  out 
plans  to  create  an  archives 
where  the  records  of  the  Jewish 
community  of  Ottawa  might  be 
preserved.  During  that  time, 
Shirley  Berman,  encouraged  by 
the  late  Hy  Hochberg,  in- 
stituted an  organized  program 
of  collection  and  preservation 
so  that  today  an  established  re- 
source centre  for  information 
about  Ottawa  Jewry  exists  at 
the  Society  archives  housed  at 
the  Chapel  Street  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre.  The  work  of  the 
Society  is  known  locally  and  in- 
ternationally and  is  supported 
by  over  125  members.  Whenev- 
er possible  their  donations  are 
matched  by  grants  from 
Federal  and  Provincial 
programs.

endeavours  to  preserve  at  least 
one  major  collection  of  records 
of  a community  organization  or 
institution.  This  year  the 
records  of  the  Agudath  Israel 
Congregation  were  arranged 
with  funding  from  the  Ontario 
Council  of  Archives.  These 
papers  are  available  for  re- 
search and  are  being  preserved 
for  future  historians.
